Intimation that School Trustee A. 
E. Ottewell will be freed from the 
damage action which is being 
brought against himseif, Super'n- 
tendent McKee and Principal Hicks 
by J. M. Swain, B.A., former science 
master at Victoria High School, was 
given by Mr. Justice Ford before she 
luncheon adjournment on Tuesday.

of other teachers, teaching the same 
subject at Victoria high school, under 
the system in vogue prior to this 
year, Swain's dismissal took place in 
September, 1930. 


PLAINTIFF'S CASE

UP TO THE PROVINCES 


The Privy Council decided recently 
that the provinces, not the Dominion, have 
jurisdiction over insurance, and therefore 
over insurance companies. Provincial and 
federal governments are now discussing 
some arrangement that will avoid the con- 
sequences of carrying this legal decision 
into administrative practice. 

If the Dominion withdrew from this 
field and the provinces undertook the 
business of regulating the companies, that 
would mean nine different sets of regula- 
tions in Canada, with the same company 
operating under all nine sets in different 

arts of the Dominion. That could hardly 

a satisfactory state of affairs for the 
companies or the insured. 

Premier Taschereau of Quebec makes 
the sensible suggestion that the provinces 
pass legislation formally transferring 
their authority to the Dominion, and thus 
make possible a unified control and com- 
mon regulations in all parts of the coun- 
try. Unless there is to be “chaos” in the 
insurance business that would seem to be 
necessary. 

WORK PREFERRED 

The select committee of the British 
Columbia legislature has made its report 
on the subject of unemployment relief. 
Among other things the committee de- 
clares that direct relief is wasteful, demor- 
alizing in its effects, and should so far as 
possible be discontinued in favor of work 
for which remuneration is given. 

No other province has been at closer 
grips with the unemployment problem 
than British Columbia. The majority of 
the committee being supporters of the 
Tolmie Government, no suggestion of po- 
litical bias can be attributed because its 
finding in this respect runs counter direct- 
ly to the decision reached at Ottawa to 
drop relief works and give assistance 
only through direct relief to those in dis- 
tress. 

It is safe to say that every provincial 
Jegislature and every municipal council in 
Canada is of the same mind as to the rela- 
tive merits of direct relief and work-pro- 
viding projects. If the ‘dole’ system is 
adopted as the only measure of unemploy- 
ment assistance, that will be because Ot- 
tawa insists, not because the legislatures 
and councils prefer that way of meeting 
the situation. 


ENCOURAGE CONSTRUCTION 

Hon. Dr. Manion says it is the purpose 
of the Dominion Government to “avoid un- 
wise and unnecessary increase in the al- 
ready heavy capitalization and interest 
charges” of the National Railways, and 
to secure “greater co-operation and less 
duplication” between the two transcontin- 
entals. 

As a general statement of policy this 
could hardly be improved upon. Taken as 
such, it sets out what should be the atti- 
tude of the national government at all 
times toward the expansion of the Na- 
tional system and on the subject of rivalry 
between that system and its competitor. 

What a general statement of policy 
may mean in detail can only be known 
when it is translated into practice. ‘“Un- 
wise,” “unnecessary,” and “duplication” 
are terms which are open to widely vary- 
ing interpretations. They have been used 
at times to mask the blocking of a west- 
ern railway project that was eminently 
wise, necessary to development, ar 
sense a duplication of existing lines, 

It is to be hoped the Minister is not 
thus preparing the way for a slackening 
of the continuous and sy .

tries of Europe. 

It is in order to recall that just a year 
ago Russia kindly intimated to the other 
wheat-growing countries that they had 
better grow something else, since the So- 
viet had planned an increased acreage that 
would produce a world flood of wheat 
when fall came. But somehow the flood 
failed to materialize. On the contrary, 
Russian exports have been smaller than 
in the preceding year, and in recent weeks 
Moscow has been ransacking the Empire 
for seed wheat to distribute among farm- 
ers who had none. 

It is still some way to October. It is 
one thing to sow wheat, by airplane or 
otherwise; and another thing.to reap a 
crop. And the Russians must by this time 
be getting tired living on short rations and 
wondering why they should not themse!ves 
eat some of the wheat they grow. The 


Canadian farmer may therefore not with- 
out reason think that, regardless of Mos- 
cow’s threat, he had better sow wheat than 
leave his fields idle.

Health and Dict Advice

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


According to popular opinion the blood pressure 
should be the same as the number of your years in 
your age added to 100. This is not true. A normal 
blood pressure for an adult is between 120 and 130; 
any figure above 140 signifies high blood pressure. The 
biood pressure should not go up with added years, The 
only method of finding out 
whether or not your blood 
pressure is normal is with the 
use of a special instrument 
for this purpose, 

Excitement sends the 
blood pressure immediately, 
perhaps up thirty points. if 
you are excited the firct time 
your doctor examines your 
blood pressure, it would be a 
good plan to go back and 
have it taken over whea you 
are more used to the proced- 
ure and feel calmer. 

As a general rule, one hav- 
ing high blood pressure shows 
a tendency toward a rosy, 
florid complexion, woo oover- 
weight, and usually brimming 
over with energy and vitality, 
such patients often being cuc- 
cessful in business. However, 
even thin, pale people arc 
sometimes affected. 

High blood pressure {s fre- 
quently found associated with 
hardening of the arteries, 
obesity, nephritis, and gland- 
ular disturbances. Temporary 
high blood pressure may oc- 
cur in women at the meno-pause. 

The common symptoms of high blood pressure are 
dizziness (especially when bending over), hendache, 
flusing of the face, sensation of fullness through the 
head, ringing in the ears. shortness of breath, nose- 
bleed, bulging of the veins of the forehead, and, occa- 
sionally, fainting. 

CAUSES OF HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 

High blood pressure is caused by a toxic state cf the 
body, produced largely by dietetic errors. Overeating of 
body, produced largely by dietetic errors, Overeating 
of starches and sugars is undoubtedly an important fac- 
tor. Before a dangerous pressure exisis harmful 
poisons must first have been present and circulating 
in the blood over a long period of time. Many otner 
factors: may make the condition worse, among thim 
being eyestrain, excessive use of alcohol and to acco, 
toxic poisoning from constipation, over-indulgence ip 
pepper, spices and salt, and pus pockets around the 
teeth, gums or tonsils. 

If the blood pressure is not reduced to safety and 
goes over 185 or 200, serious conditions such as apo- 
plexy and heart failure may result. 

The cure of high blood pressure is readily accom- 
plished by chang!ng wrong habits of living over to good 
ones, first relieving the body of its toxic wastes by 
means of the eliminating powers of the fast and en-

THE STUTTERER'S PEAR 


T am 22 years of age. Ever since I can remember

Pp I have, I think, more than the average 
ability to carry me to suceess, but it will do me no 
good if I remain in my present condition. Cc. N. 


This is a good case for a general text. There are 
more than half a million stutterers in the United 
Siates. Everybody knows somebody who stuiters. The 
prob‘em has large dimensions. There are at least a 
Gozen theories of stuttering and one text enunierates 
a dozen methods for treating it. Some epecialists suy 
- that there are few complete s, 
if any; others that 90 per cent are 
cured or decidedly helped. Its a bg 
problem and an ancient one. 

I agree with the mejority who 
regard stuttering as an emotional 
trouble coming out in speech. Faulty 
respiration is a complication: fear 
affects respiration in all of us 
Shock or surprise may take your 
breath away, and stage fright shows 
in breathing and stops the flow of 
Saliva; hence the glass of water on 
the speaker's table. 

Consequently, the treatment must be directed to 
the relief of the emotional state, tuttering is sot a 
specch defect 60 much 2s an emotional one. Commun. 
cating with one’s fellow men frightens the scutterer, 
Ma! stutterers do so more in the presence of the opte- 
site sex. Drawing attention to Speech makes inatters 
worse. Yet some measure of attention ts necessary tp 
any technique. In the end the stutterer must cue 
himself, but as in all peycho-neuroses, he may be de- 
cidedly helped by wise diretcion. As in all such 
“cures,” there are institutes using more than doubt- 
ful methods that exp'olt the trouble and promise tar 
more than they can accomplish

upon sound psychological methods, all directed to es 
tablishing pole and relieving the emotional Sites 
which has become centred upon the the speech pio- 
cesses when by your talk you want to make an lin- 
pression, The rest is a matter of akill of the director 
and the co-operation of the patient.
